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KERALA MEDICAL PRACTITIONERS BILL , 1972 


(Report of the Select Committee) 
The Select Committee to which the Kerala Medical Pracli 
tioners Bill , 1972 was referred have considered the. Bill clausel by 
clause and now submit this their report with the Bill as reported 
by the Committee annexed thereto . 

2. The Bill was published as the gazette extraordinary 
dated March 16 , 1972. The Bill was introduced in the Assembly 
on October 26 , 1972 and the motion for reference to the Select 
Committee was adopted on October 30 , 1972 . 

3. The Committee held twenty- five sittings of which eleven 
sittings (one day each at Quilon , Alleppy, Kottayam , Peerumedu , 
Ernakulam , Trichur , Kottackal, Cannanore , Kasargode , Palghat and 
Calicut) were entirely devoted to the recording of evidences from 
representatives of organizations, associations and persons interes 
ted in the provisions of the Bill. Changes proposed by the Com 
mittee and the reasons therefor are set out in the following para 
graphs. 

4. Long title and preamble.- The Committee feel that it would be more 
appropriate if the expression Indian medicine is used instead of the expression 
Indigenous medicine . Necessary changes for the purpose have been made 
in the long title and preamble and in the other provisions of the Bill . 

5. Clause 2 . 

(i) Sub- clause (d ).- The Committee think that marma medicine 
should also be specifically included within the meaning of the expression 
Indian medicine . The Sub- clause has been amended accordingly . 

(ii) Sub - clause (g ). The Committee are of the view that the definition 
the expression " practitioner" should be modified to specifically take in 
persons holding appointments under Government and other authorities . 
The sub - clause has been recast for this purpose. 

( iii ) Sub -clause (k ).- The Committee think that in respect of modern 
medicine qualifications mentioned in the Schedules to the Indian Medical 
Council Act should alone be treated as recognised qualifications. Similarly, 
the Committee also feel that qualifications mentioned in the Second and 

Third Schedules to the Homoeopathy Central Council Act, 1973, should 
be treated as recognised qualifications in respect of Homoeopathic medicine. 
In relation to Indian medicine the Committee are of the view that degrees 
or diplomas granted by the Universities in the State and diplomas and certi 
ficates granted by the Government which are not included in the Schedules

to the Indian Medicine Central Council Act, 1970 , should also be recognised 
qualifications besides the qualifications mentioned in those Schedules. The 
Committee also feel that the certificate or diploma granted by the Govern 
ment Marma Chikitsa Training Centre, Neyyattinkara should be the reco 
gnised qualification in respect of marma medicine . 


6. Clause 3 . 

(a ). The Committee are of the view that the Director of Health 
Services, the Director of Homoeopathy and the Director of Indigenous 
Medicine should be the Presidents of the appropriate councils . Necessary 
modifications for the purpose have been made in the clause . 

(b ) Sub-clause (3).- The Committee consider it desirable to speci 
fically provide that the representation in the Council of Modern Medicine 
provided for the Universities in the State would be limited to those Univer 
sities which have the faculty of modern medicine . 

The Committee also think that teachers of the Medical College, Alleppey, 
should be given representation in the Council of Modern Medicine. 


The Committee are also of the view that one of the two members to be 
nominated by the Government to the Council of Modern Medicine should 
be a Government Medical Officer. 


Necessary changes for the above purposes have been made in the sub 
clause . 

( c) Original sub-clause (4 ). The Committee consider it unnecessary 
to provide that in making nominations by the Government to the Council 
of Modern Medicine due regard shall be had to the claimsof women , medical 
missions and other groups of practitioners, who have not been duly represented 
in the Council. The sub - clause has therefore been omitted . 

(d ) Sub -clause (4 ) [Original sub -clausa-(5 )].-- The Committee are of the 
view that teachers of each of the Homoeopathic College in the State recognised 
by the Government should be given representation in the Council of Homoeo 
pathic Medicine and that one of the two members to be nominated by the 
Governinent to the council should be a Government homocopathic medical 
officer. Necessary changes have accordingly been made in the sub -clause . 

( e) Sub -clause (5 ) [Original sub -clause - (6 )]. --The Committee feel that 
it would be desirable to state specifically that the representation in the Council 
of Indigenous Medicine provided for Universities in the State would be 
limited to those Universities having the faculty of Ayurveda. 

The Committee further consider that teachers of each of the Ayurvedic 
Colleges in the State recognised by the Government should be given repre 
sentation in the council instead of one member to represent the teachers of 
all such colleges. 


The Committee are also of the view that registered practitioners in marma 
medicine should also be given representation as in the case of practitioners 
in sidha medicine or in unani tibbi medicine . 


The Committee also consider that it is unnecessary to provide for separate 
representation for grant-in-aid and subsidised vaidyans who are registered 


practitioners . 


The sub -clause has been modified for the above purposes. 


7. Clause 5. — The Committee think that in the case of the council of 
Homoeopathic Medicine and the Council of Indian Medicine it is unnecessary 
to insist that the members thereof should be holders of recognised qualifications. 
The clause has been modified accordingly . 

8. Clause 7.- The Committee feel that a person afflicted with leprosy 
need not be disqualified for being elected or nominated as, or for being , a 
member of a council. Sub -clause (c) has been suitably modified for this 
purpose . 


9. Clause 10 .-- The proviso to this clause has been omitted as provision 
for the same purpose is contained in clause 14 . 

10. Clause 16 , sub -clause (5 ) (Original sub -clause (4 ).- The Committee 
consider that the quorum for a meeting of a council shall be one-half of the 
total number ofmembers of that council. The sub - clause has been modified 
accordingly . 

11. Clause 19. - The Committee are of the view that the method of 
recruitment and qualifications of the officers and servants of the Councils 
should be fixed with the previous approval of the Government. Sub-clauses 
(6) and (7) [Original sub- clauses (3) and (4 )] .have been modified for this 
purpose. 

12. Clause 20 . 

(a) Sub-clause (1).--- The Committee consider that in view of the specific 
inclusion of marma medicine within the scope of the definition of Indian 
Medicine there should be a separate register for that medicine. 


(1)) Sub -clause ( 2 ) (i). --Clause 24 ( 1) (i) provides that practi 
tioners possessing certain qualifications which are not recognised 
qualifications in respect of modern medicine are eligible for registra 
tion in Part A of the register for modern medicine. But, sub -clause (2 ) 
(i) of clause 20 refers only to holders of recognised qualifications. 
The Committee feel that it is necessary to specifically refer in the 
sub -clause to the practitioners mentioned in clause 24 (1 )(i) also . 
The sub -clause has been modified accordingly . 


13. Clause 22 .-- The Committee consider that persons who do 
not possess the requisite qualifications , except those who have 
already been registered , should not be allowed to practise modern 
medicine. The Committee also think that 

unqualified persons 
seeking registration in homeopathic medicine or " Indian medicine 
should be registered only if they are found fit to be registered by 
a Committee constituted for the purpose . 


The clause has been recast for the above purpose . 


11. Clause 24.- The Committee are of the view that all 
persons who have passed the integrated courses of CCIM and 
LIM of Madras, and BAM and DAM of the University of Travan 
core or the University of Kerala should be given registration in 
Part 1 of the Register for modern medicine, 


The Committee feel that holders of the Diploma of CCIM of 
the Government of Andhra Pradesh should be eligible for registra 
tion in Part 41 of the register of modern medicine only if they 
have been practising in the State for a period of not less than 
five years immediately preceding the commencement of the 
" Act . 


The clause has been recast for the above purposes. 

15. Clause 25. Sub clause (5 ).--- The Committee consider that 
persons whose names are borne on the Indian Medical Register 
maintained by the Medical Council of India should be exempted 
from the requirement of obtaining previous permission of the 
council of modern medicine for practising in the State . A proviso 
has been added to the sub -clause for this purpose . 

16. Clause 26. Sub-clause (2).- The Committee think that a 
person whose name has been removed from a register for default 
of payment of renewal fee should be made liable to pay a fine 
in addition to the renewal fee, for restoration of his name in 
the register. The proviso to the sub- clause has been modified for 
this purpose 

17. Clause 27. - The Committee consider that the list to be 
maintained by the Pegistrar should be a list of practitioners as 
on 1st January, 1974 . 

The Committee also feel that sub-clause (2 ) which provides 
for the inclusion of the names of unqualified persons in the said 
list is unnecessary. The clause has been modified for the above 
purpose . 


18. Clause 29. — The Committee consider that in order to avoid 
unnecessary hardships to applicants for registration , a time-limit 
should be prescribed for disposal of the applications for regis 
tration . 

A new sub - clause (4 ) has been added to the clause for this 
purpose .

19. Clause 30. - The Committee feel that a provision should 
be made in this clause for the automatic removal of the name 
of person 

from 

the State register . if his name is 
removed from the Indian Medical Register or from the register 
maintained under the Indian Medical Central Council Act, 1970, 
or from the Medical Register of any other State . A new sub 
clause (3) has been added to the clause for this purpose . 

20 . Clause 34.- The Committee think that it would be unjust 
not to allow practitioners registered in Part B of a register to 
give valid medical certificates to their patients while they are 
permitted to practise . The Committee has therefore omitted sub 
clause ( 1 ) ( ii) of the clause . 


21. Original Clause 43.- The Government of India have 
suggested the omission of this clause since provision for the purpose 
is contained in the Indian Medical Council Act, 1956. The Com 
mittee feel that separate provision for the purpose in the State 
Act will not be conducive to ụniformity in the standards of post 
graduate qualification in the country and has accordingly omitted 
the clause 


22. Clause 16 (Original clause 47 ) .- The Committee feel that 
the first proviso to the clause which empowers the Government to 
make the provisions of the clause inapplicable in certain circum 
stances is unnecessary. The proviso has therefore been omitted . 

23 Clause 47 (Original clause 48 ).- The Committee consider 
that the penalty prescribed in this clause is very light and that 
more severe punishment should be provided in order to deter 
persons from violating the provisions of the law . The changes made 
in this clause are intended for this purpose . 

24. Clause 48 (New clause ).— The Committee think that pro 
vision should be made to empower the Revenue Divisional Ollicer 
to search any place in which he has reasons to believe that any 
unregistered person is practising medicine in contravention of 
the provisions of the Act and to arrest such person . New clause 
48 has been included for this purpose. 

25. Clause 49.- The modification made in this clause is intend 
ed to make it clear that the power to confer titles should be 


exercised only by an authority, body or institution authorised in 
that behalf by or under an Act of Parliament or approved by 
the Government of India . 
26. Original clause 53.- The Committee consider that 

the 
provisions in this clause requiring a council to pass a resolution 
authorising the Registrar or any member of the council to initiate 
prosecution in each case of breach of any of the provisions of the 
legislation would entail much delay. The Committee are there 
fore of the view that the Registrar should 

have the power to 
initiate prosecution with the approval of the President of the 
council concerned . This clause has accordingly been omitted and 
sub -clause (2 ) of clause 53 (original clause 54 ) has been modified 
suitably . 


27. New clause 57.-- The Committee are of the view that a 
provision should be made to the effect that the registration of 
any person who is deemed to be registered under clauses 28 and 
: 56 should cease to have effect if he does not apply for renewal 
within three months of the commencement of the Act . The 
clause 57 is intended 

for this purpose.. 
28. The other changes made by the Committee are either 
verbal or consequential.

Preamble . - WHEREAS it is expedient to regulate the qualifi 
cations and to provide for the registration of practitioners of modern 
medicine, homoeopathic medicine and Indian medicine with a view 
to encourage the study and spread of such medicines and to con 
solidate and amend the law relating to medical practitioners 
generally in the "State of Kerala ; 

BE . it enacted in the Twenty- fifth Year of the Republic of 
India as follows: 

PART I 

PRELIMINARY 
I. Şhort title , extent and commencement.-- ( 1 ) This Act, may be 
called the Kerala Medical Practitioners Act, 1974. 

It extendsto the whole of the state of Kerala. 
(3) It shall come into force on such date as the Government 
may, by notification in the Gazette, appoint. 
2. Definitions — In this Act,unless the context otherwise requires, 

(a ) " council", means, in relation 
to matters pertaining to 
modern medicine , the Council of Modern Medicine, in relation to

Council of Indian Medicine may , from time to time, recognise ; 

(e) "medical school or college" means any institution where 
teaching pr training in the art and science of healing for human 
ailments according to modern medicine, homoeopathic medicine or 
Indian medicine, is imparted ; 

(f) - modern medicine" means the allopathic system of medicine ; 

(g ) " Practitioner" in relation to modern medicine or homoeo 
pathic medicine or Indian medicine, means any person ordinarily . 
engaged in the practice of that system ofmedicine and includes any 
person holding any appointment under the Government or a local 
authority or other authority : 

Provided that a person holding such appointment shall not be 
deemed to be a practitioner if a qualification of; or knowledge in , 
the system of medicine in which he is qualified or has knowledge 
is not required for holding the post; 

(h ) " president” means the president of the appropriate council; 

(i), " qualified practitioner" means - a practitioner holding 
a recognised qualification ; 

(j) " qualified registered practitioner" means a qualified practi 
tioner whose name is. for the time being entered in à register; 

(k ) " recognised qualification ” means 

(i) in relation to modern medicine," any of the qualifications 
included in the schedules to the Indian Medical Council Act, 1956 ; 

( ii) in relation to homoeopathic medicine; any of the quali 
fications included in the Second or the Third Schedule to the Homoeo 
pathy Central Council Act, 1973; and 

(iii ) in relation to Indian medicine , any of the qualifications 
included in the Schedules to the Indian Medicine Central Council .

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9. Vice -President.-- ( 1) Each council shall elect one of its members 
to be its Vice - President.

( 3 ) When the President is temporarily absen t , the Vice 
President shall exercise the powers and perform the functions of 
the President. 

(4 ) An outgoing Vice -President shall be eligible for re - election 
if otherwise qualified . 

Explanation :-A new Vice - President shall be deemed to have 
assumed office on his being declared elected as such :. 

10. Vacancies.- ( 1) If a vacancy occurs in the office of a member 
of a council by death , resignation , removal or disability of such 
member or otherwise , previous to the expiry of the term of his 
office , the vacancy shall be filled in the manner . prescribed by rules. 

(2 ) Any person elected or nominated to fill the vacancy shall, 
notwithstanding anything contained in section 8, hold office only 
so long as the member in whose vacancy he is elected or nominated 
would have held office if the vacancy had not occurred . 


11. Appointments to be notified in the Gazette. - All Elections 
and nominations *** of the President, the Vice -President and the 
members of each council and the appointment of the Registrar shall 
be notified in the Gazette. 

12. Cessation of onembership . - A member of a council shall be 
deemed to have vacated his seat 

( a ) on the expiry of the term of office ; 
(b ) on resignation ; 

(c ) on absence without excuse sufficient in the opinion of 
the appropriate council, from three consecutive meetings of such 
council; or 

(d ) on becoming subject to any of the disqualifications 
mentioned in Section 7.: 

13. Resignation of membership . - Any member or Vice -President 
may , at any time, resign his office by giving notice in writing to the 
President and such resignation shall take effect from the date on 
which it is received by the President. 

14 . Validity of proceedings.- (1 ) No disqualification or defect 
in the election or nomination of any person acting as a member 
of a council

15. Time and place of meetings of council. — Each council shall 
meet at such time and place and every meeting of the council shall 
be summoned by such person and in such : manner as may be , 
prescribed by regulations:

39. Power to require information as to courses of Study and 
examination .-- Every medical school or college granting or pre 
paring students to obtain any recognised qualificatio shall furnish 
such information as the council may , from time to time require 
as to the courses of study and examinations to be undergone in 
order to obtain such qualification , as to the period within which 
such courses of study and examinations are required to be under 
gone and such qualification is conferred and generally as to the 
requisites for obtaining such qualification . 

40. Inspection of medical schools or colleges and examina 
tions.- ( 1) The Executive Committee of each council may appoint 
such number of medical inspectors as it may deem necessary to 
inspect any medical school or college and to attend at any or all 
of the examinations held by any medical school or college for the 
purpose of recommending to the Executive Committee recogni 
tion of medical qualifications, 
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( 2) Inspectors appointed under this section shall not interfere 
with the conduct of any medical school or college or any or all 
of the examinations held by any medical school or college but they 
shall report to the committee on the sufficiency of every medical 
school or college which they inspector of every examination 
which they attend and on any matters , in regard to which the 
Executive committee may require them to report. 

( 3 ) The Executive Committee shall forward a copy of, every 
such report to the University or medical school or college con 
cerned and shall also forward a copy with the remarks of the 
concerned university or medical school or college to the Govern 
ment. 

41. Appointment of visitors.- ( 1 ) The Council may appoint 
such number of visitors as it deense necessary to inspect any 
medical school or college or to attend any or all of the examina 
tions held by any medical school or college for the purpose of 
granting recognition to any medical school or college or for grant 
ing recognised qualifications. 

( 2) Any person , whether he is a member of the councilor 
not, may be appointed as a visitor under this section but a person 
who is appointed as an Inspector for any examination shall not 
be appointed as a visitor for the same medical school or college 
or examination . 

(3 ) Visitors appointed under this section shall not interfere 
with the conduct of any medical school or college or any or all 
of the examinations held by any medical school or college but 
they shall report to the President of the Council on the sufficiency.

(4 ) The report of a visitor shall be treated as confidential 
unless in any particular case the President the Council other 
wise directs: 

Provided that if the Government requires a copy of report 
of a visitor the council shall furnish the same. 

42. Withdrawal of recognition .- (1 ) When upon report by 
a committee appointed by the Council or by a visitor , it appears 
to the council that the course of study or examination to be under 
gone in any medical school or college in order to obtain a recog 
nised qualification , is not such as to secure to persons the know 
ledge and skill requisite for the efficient practice of medicine, the 
council shall make a representation to that effect to the Govern 
ment. 


(2 ) After consïdering such representation , 

the Government 
may, if they deem fit proceed further in the matter, require the 
medical school or college against which the 

representation is 
received , to submit its explanation to Government within a fixed 
period. 

(3) On receipt of such explanation or, where no explanation

(3), "Every rule made under this Act shall be laid , as soon as inay be
